Act  of  Mar.  1,  1887  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  redeem 
in  Standard  silver  dollars  all  trade  dollars  presented  during 
the  following  siix  months. 

The  coinage  was  continued — ^not  for  circulation — from 
1879  to  1884  and  in  proof  sets — only — to  include  1883.

The  greater  portion  of  classes  1 to  4,  with  the  Hard  Times 
Tokens,  mingled  freely  with  the  Mint  issues  of  the  Cent. 

Few  had  only  a local  recognition,  still  fewer  indicated  a 
value  and  were  without  date,  they  were  largely  prompted  as 
an  advertising  measure  encouraged  somewhat,  by  the  ever 
scarcity  of  minor  coins  and  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  the 
War  Tokens.  In  the  earlier  days,  a circular  piece,  nearing 
the  size  of  the  old  red  cent,  regardless  of  its  metal  was  not 
scrutinized,  when  tendered  by  buyer  or  seller,  all  seemed 
to  be  viewed  as  real  money  and  cheerfully  recognized  as 
part  of  the  small  change  in  our  currency.

War  of  Rebellion  Tokens. 

The  largest  issue  of  Tokene  and  Cards,  used  the  same  as 
money.  Upwards  of  650  Tokens  and  over  6000  Cards  were 
struck  by  merchants  orders  and  die  sinkers,  the  die  varieties 
and  varying  metals  swelled  the  number  to  about  8000. 
Many  were  made  in  large  quantities,  the  most  of  the  coining 
was  executed  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Cinn.,  Detroit,  and 
Chicago.  The  value  was  rarely  indicated  on  them,  though 
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dates  were  seldom  omitted,  those  of  18  63  greatly  exceed 
other  years.  Thei'e  seemed  to  have  been  no  responsibility 
behind  them,  they  “traveled  on  their  shape’’  alone,  and  were 
very  generally  current  in  all  of  the  Northern  States  east  of 
the  Missouri  River,  up  to  include  late  in  the  seventies,  al- 
though by  law  they  were  forbidden  in  18  67.  Vermont  and 
Delaware  did  not  contribute  to  the  series.
